Washington, D. C. July 11— Steel 
clashed and sparks flew this after- 
noon in the senate when Senator 
John Sharp Williams of Mississippi 
and Senator Bailey of Texas joined in 
debute over the Canadian reciprocity 
bill, to which the senator from Tex 
as had offered the free list bill as a 
rider to kill the pact. 
r> It is tradition here that Bailey 
has had the senate bluffed and 
that none, or next to none, have had 

the Texan. Evidently, this tradition 
has perished with the advent of new 

blood into the upper branch of con- 
gress. Mr. Williams, formerly 
minority leader of the house, is one 
of the new senators, and all Wash 
ington learned this afternoon that 
he does not stand in awe of Senator 
Bailey. In fact, the attitude of the 
Mississippian was that of spanking a 
fine but wayward bey. 

Bailey, in his argument 
reciprocity, took position 
that it was unfair to remove the duty 
from raw materials without remov- 
ing it also from materials manufact- 
ured from such raw materials. 

Senator Williams, when he could 
get the floor, went after the Texan 
in a scathing, drawling style, and 
every utterance of his brilliant 
tongue cut like a knife. He began 
by admitting and extolling the won- 
derful talents of the senator from 
Texas, yet he declared "they are not 
being used for the benefit of the 
party of which he is a member or 
for the good of the country of which 
he is a citizen." 

Mr. Williams, with withering sar- 
casm, said he hoped Senator Bailey 
"would not regard himself as the 
only democrat at either end of the 
capitol. Nobody will dispute that 
he has a right to claim that he is par 
excellence a democrat," continued 
Senator Williams, "but he is not the 
democratic party— not'one of us is." 
Williams touched upon the sub- 
limely disdainful manner in which 
the Texan referred to shortcomings 
of members of his party, and com- 
mented upon the "school-masterful 
way" in which Senator Bailey 
"taught democracy to the party of 
which nine-lenths of the members 
GenerOUSly Donated tO Ladies disagreed with him." Mr. Williams 

deplored the fact that Bailey's great 
intellectual 9ystem was so sadly in- 
fected with "the free raw material 
microbe." 

Senator Williams spoke for the 
pact, saying the democra.s were 
righting a great oppressive system 
from every ground. He charged 
that Bailey's tariff arguments pleas- 
ed republicans only and disappointed 
democrats.

To modify by omission any part 
of canonical Scripture, particularly 
the Decalogue, would be a precedent 
fraught with danger. The meaning 
of the Bible is often warped in the 
effort to make it harmonize with 
people's prejudices, but the full text 
must remain untouched. The fear 
of ancient copyists to alter one "jot 
or tittle" of the sacred writing is 
what has brought the Scriptures 
down to us as free from error as they 
are. The common supposition of 
scholars that the original form of 
the Decalogue consisted merely of 
the bare commands, the explanatory 
comments being added subsequently, 
may be true; but that would not 
justify the Church of England mak- 
ing the change proposed. A quite 
different proposition is this from the 
modification of a credal statement 
—Leslie's.

SUPPRESSING NEEDLESS NOISE. 

A petition signed by a long list of 
of night workers and others has been 
presented to the Soinerville (Mass.) 
city council asking that action be 
taken to prohibit unnecessary noises 
during tho daytime. The petition- 
ers want an ordinance adopted that 
will prohibit the crying of peddlers 
and vegetable venders, which they 
contend is disturbing and serves no 
real purpose. 

The percentage of night workers 
may be larger than ordiuary in Som- 
erville and thus make disturbing 
noises during the daytime particu- 
larly annoying in that city. But it 
is not likely that the percentage of 
those who are ill and irritable is any 
greater in the Massachusetts town 
than in most other cities" A noise 
that will awiikeu a worker who is 
trying to sleep in the daytime would 
be tryiug to a sick person, day or 
night, and racking to the nerves of 
the irritable at any time. If it is 
unnecessary it should be prohibited 
in any city, not merely for the ben- 
efit of night workers, but in the u> 
terest of all.— St. Paul Dispatch.

nomics Com 



Radical changes In the teaching of 
economics, consisting of the Introduc- 
tion of the case system, have been 
made by the department of political 
economy at the University of Chicago, 
says the News Letter of that 



The case system was first employ- 
ed In the teaching of law and is now 
almost universally used In that sub- 
ject. The object in Introducing this 
method Into the teaching of economics 
Is to make the student think for him- 
self and solve problems In economics 
as he would In mathematics. 

The department at Chicago has pre- 
pared a syllabus or outline which con- 
sists of about |/H problems, and is 
now engaged In printing a bi-weekly 
bulletin made up exclusively of orig- 
inal cases or material descriptive of 
our industrial organization. 

At the final examination in the 
course students are told to bring note 
books, text books, outlines and any- 
thing they wish and are allowed to use 
them freely. The examination consists 
entirely of problems. 

The experience of the department 
proves the present method most suc- 
cessful, resulting in more individual 
work on the part of the students and 
giving them a 
the subject.

A new era in home life is inaugu- 
rated by the formation of a national 
scheme for the endowment of home 
science in connection with King's 
College for Women (University of 
London). Altogether, one-half mil- 
lion dollars is required, and of that 
one-quarter million dollars has al- 
ready been subscribed privately. 

"By insuring that in future every 
girl's education shall include some 
knowledge of the science which af- 
fects her home problems and some 
practice of the domestic arts, the 
whole standard of home life would 
be raised," point out the promoters. 

Therefore King's College for 
Women has opened its doors to spe- 
cial courses for training women in 
the study of the science of the house- 
hold. It is hoped in that way to in- 
sure for the schools a continual sup- 
ply of teachers qualified to give girls 
the necessary instruction, and by 
that means to mitigate the present 
gigantic yearly waste in infant life 
and loss to the nation by prevent-
